ATLANTIC  CITY 

is  on  the  coast  of  New  Jersey, 
sixty  miles  from  Philadelphia,,  and 
is  reached  in  less  than  two  hours 
by  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Rail¬ 
road,  which  gives  a  line  shorter  by 
twenty  miles  than  any  other  between 
the  latter  city  and  the  sea-shore.

THE  CLIMATE. 

The  salubrity  of  this  favored  loca¬ 
tion  has  been  the  mainspring  of  its  suc¬ 
cess.  The  climate  is  so  exceptionally 
dry  that  a  simple  statement  of  the 
truth  incurs  the  risk  among  strangers 


suspicion  of  exaggeration. 
In  this  desirable  respect  it  is 
unrivaled  by  any  other  sea-side 
resort  on  the  coast.  Why  it 
should  be  so  may  seem  prob¬ 
lematical,  but  the  character  of 
the  soil,  which  so  readily  radi¬ 
ates  heat  and  absorbs  moisture, 
and  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
fresh  water  near,  suggest  an 
explanation. 

PRIVATE  COTTAGES. 

The  great  number  of  private 
cottages  makes  Atlantic  City 
distinctively  a  city  of  homes. 
The  business  man  who  is  the  fortu¬ 
nate  possessor  of  such  a  residence 
establishes  his  family  here  early  in 
the  season,  and  hither  he  returns  each 
evening  from  the  labors  of  his  count¬ 
ing-room  in  the  city,  to  enjoy  the 
cool  repose  of  his  cottage  by  the  sea.

It  is  a  significant  and  noteworthy 
fact  that  among  the  cottage-proprie¬ 
tors  are  many  members  of  the  med¬ 
ical  profession,  who  have  been  quick 
to  appreciate  and  to  recommend  the 
many  advantages  here  found,  especi¬ 
ally  the  dry,  buoyant,  and  health- 
inspiring  atmosphere. 

TOPOGRAPHY. 

The  city  is  built  on  an  island  some 
ten  miles  in  length,  separated  from 
the  main-land  by  a  strait  called  the 
Thoroughfare.  About  one-third  the 
area  of  the  island  is  now  occupied  by 
streets,  which  are  level-graded,  and 
laid  out  with  good  judgment  and 
taste.  Pacific,  Atlantic,  and  Arctic 
Avenues  run  parallel  with  the  ocean 
front,  five  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
apart.  These  are  crossed  at  right- 
angles  by  many  other  avenues  bearing 
the  names  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

Atlantic  Avenue, 
one  hundred  feet 
wide,  is  the  great 
business  street.  Here 


are  many  of  the  large  hotels,  the 
markets,  stores,  churches,  and  public 
buildings,  beside  numberless  cottages 
and  boarding-houses.  It  is  also  a 
grand  drive  and  promenade,  and  is 
the  constant  scene  of  the  picturesque 
animation  of  watering-place  life. 

The  main  avenues,  laid  with  admir¬ 
able  road-beds  and  maintained  in  the 
best  manner,  afford  many  miles  of 
most  charming  drives.  But  better 
than  any  of  the  ways  that  the  art  of 
man  can  devise,  the  smooth,  hard 
beach  offers  a  course  of  ten  miles, 
which  daily  attracts  every  available 
vehicle  in  the  city. 

OCEAN  PROMENADE. 

The  Ocean  Promenade,  or  more 
familiarly  the  Board-walk,  extends 
along  the  entire  city  front,  following 
the  beach  just  beyond  high-water 
mark.  This  walk  is  about  ten  feet 
wide,  firm  as  a  floor,  always  clean, 
free  from  dust,  and  open  to  the  sea. 
On  a  moonlit  evening,  when  the 
beach  is  filled  with  equipages,  and 
the  promenade  vocal 
from  end  to  end  with

the  murmur  of  happy  laughter  and 
pleasant  communion,  then,  indeed, 
Atlantic  City  presents  a  picture  of 
delightful  existence,  fairer  than  any 
vision  of  a  midsummer  night’s 
dream. 


Light-house,  and  the 
third,  which  is  an  ex¬ 
tensive  one,  was  built  this  spring  by 
Messrs.  Hawk  &  Bryant,  and  contains 
all  of  the  latest  improvements.  It  is 
located  on  Pacific  Avenue,  near 
Brighton  Cottage,  and  will  supply  a 
want  long  felt  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  city.  The  invalid  may  bathe  in 
water  direct  from  the  ocean,  and  at 
a  temperature  to  his  liking. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


In  addition  to  the  customary 
weekly  hops  or  balls  at  the  principal 
hotels,  the  city  is  visited  during  the  i 
season  by  some  of  the  best  talent  in 
music,  and  concerts  and  other  enter¬ 
tainments  are  frequently  given. 
These,  in  connection  with  the  varied 
and  ever-recurring  pleasures  natural 
to  this  resort,  present  a  constant 
round  of  enjoyment. 


HOT  AND  COLD  SEA-WATER  BATHS. 

There  are  now  three  establishments  of  this  kind 
here,  one  being  at  the  Island  House,  another  the 
property  of  Mr.  D.  C.  Spooner,  which  is  spacious 
and  complete  in  every  particular,  located  near  the 
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St.  James’s  Mr.  Houston’s  Miss  Hon.  Edward  Had  don  North  Carolina  The  Mr.  Kaighn’s

CHURCHES. 

Seven  places  of  public  worship  are 
here  already  established  :  one  Epis¬ 
copalian,  two  Methodist,  two  Presby¬ 
terian,  one  Roman  Catholic,  and  one 
Friends’  Meeting-house  ;  and  the 
Baptists  are  also  about  to  build  a 
church.  The  population  being  com¬ 
posed  of  the  best  elements  of  society, 
there  is  usually  a  full  attendance  at 
all  the  churches,  and  the  Sabbath  is 
observed  with  due  reverence. 

LITERATURE. 

The  Atlantic  City  Review,  pub¬ 
lished  daily  during  the  season,  and 
weekly  during  the  rest  of  the  year, 
by  A.  L.  English,  Esq.,  is  an  excel¬ 
lent:  local  paper;  is  ably  edited; 
contains  the  news  of  the  day,  a  list 
of  arrivals,  and  all  the  local  items 
and  incidents  pertaining  to  a  water¬ 
ing  place.  The  daily  papers  of  the 


cities  arrive  by  the  early  morning 
train,  and  are  supplied  through  the 
news  agency  of  Mr.  John  Trenwith 
of  Philadelphia. 

THE  LIGHT-HOUSE. 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  island  on 
which  Atlantic  City  is  built  stands 
the  Absecon  Light,  so  called  from 
its  commanding  the  entrance  to  Ab¬ 
secon  Inlet,  the  upper  or  northeastern 
boundary  of  the  city.  It  is,  in  truth, 
a  stately  tower,  one  hundred  and 
seventy  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  and  is  furnished  with  a  light  of 
the  greatest  power,  which  on  a  clear 
night  may  be  seen  many  miles  from 
the  land.  The  panoramic  view  from 
its  summit  cannot  be  surpassed;  be¬ 
low,  stretching  to  the  southwest,  the 
beautiful  city,  with  its  grand  hotels 
and  its  hundreds  of  ornate  cottages 
embowered  in  choice  shrubbery,  with 
the  long  lines  of  shade-trees  skirting 
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the  sidewalks,  and  intersected  by  the 
numerous  well-paved  avenues,  forms 
as  lovely  a  picture  as  ever  captivated 
an  artist’s  eye ;  while  in  the  broad 
expanse  is  seen  the  ocean  with  its 
fleet  of  white-winged  barques  on  the 
one  hand,  and  on  the  other  the  seven- 
mile  stretch  of  meadows,  flanked  by 
the  pretty  little  village  of  Absecon, 
the  inlet,  and  the  ten-mile  line  of 
water  which  forms  the  rear  boundary 
of  Atlantic  City.  From  the  Excur¬ 
sion  House,  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
city,  a  line  of  horse-cars  runs  at  short 
intervals  to 

THE  INLET. 

This  favorite  point  at  all  times  pre¬ 
sents  a  gay  and  lively  scene  ;  a  large 
fleet  of  beautiful  yachts  of  all  sizes 
float  their  many-hued  colors,  await¬ 
ing  the  lovers  of  the  sport  of  sailing 
and  fishing  on  the  bosom  of  the  ocean, 
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who  flock  in  crowds  to  enjoy  the 
morning’s  amusement  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.  Over  the  rippling  waves  they 
glide,  under  the  care  of  their  able 
masters,  with  as  much  ease  and  grace 
as  the  silvery-plumaged  gulls  that 
skim  around  them. 

The  species  of  fish  that  most  abound 
here  are  the  sheep’s-head,  blue-fish, 
flounder,  king-fish,  sea-bass,  black- 
fish,  snapping -mackerel,  weak -fish, 
and  the  drum-fish. 

Absecon  Inlet  is  famous  for  its 
oysters;  yet  no  one  who  has  not  par¬ 
taken  of  them  fresh  from  their  mossy 
beds  can  realize  their  superiority  over 
those  sold  in  the  cities ;  in  fact,  to 
eat  fish  of  any  kind  in  perfection  you 
must  eat  it  at  the  shore. 


THE  THOROUGHFARE. 

This  lovely  sheet  of  placid  water, 
which  forms  the  northwestern  bound¬ 
ary  of  Atlantic  City,  abounds  in 
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crabs,  clams,  and  oysters,  as  also  in 
fish.  To  this  point,  near  the  railroad 
and  turnpike  bridges,  the  less  venture¬ 
some  resort  to  enjoy  their  favorite 
pastime,  that  of  crabbing  affording 


great  delight  to  the  ladies  in  particu¬ 
lar,  where,  while  indulging  in  harm¬ 
less  sport,  they  are  insensibly  sipping 
the  Elixir  of  Health  from  Nature’s 
laboratory. 


THE  CHILDREN’S  SEA-SHORE  HOUSE. 


CHILDREN  S  SEA-SHORE  HOUSE. 

The  association  incorporated  under 
the  title  of  “The  Children’s  Sea- 
Shore  House”  has  erected  on  the 
beach,  below  Ohio  Avenue,  a  hand¬ 
some  building  one  hundred  feet  long 
by  thirty  feet  wide,  having  accommo¬ 
dations  for  sixty  children  and  the 
necessary  attendants.  The  object  of 
the  association  is  to  give  the  benefits 
of  sea-air  and  sea-bathing  to  such  in¬ 
valid  children  of  Philadelphia  and 
its  vicinity  as  may  need  them,  but 
whose  parents  cannot  meet  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  a  residence  with  them  at  a 
boarding-house,  and  the  often  neces¬ 
sary  medical  advice.  They  are  here 
under  the  care  of  a  resident  physi¬ 


cian,  a  corps  of  nurses,  and  a  matron, 
making  the  presence  of  the  parents 
unnecessary ;  and  the  total  charge, 
including  board,  washing,  medical 
attendance,  bathing,  and  occasionally 
driving  or  sailing,  is  not  over  three 
dollars  per  week.  A  number,  limited 
now  by  the  means  at  the  command 
of  the  managers,  are  received  without 
charge.  Applications  for  admission 
are  made  to  an  examining  physician 
in  Philadelphia,  who  furnishes  rail¬ 
road  tickets,  provided  at  a  reduced 
rate  by  the  railroad  company. 

This  institution  has  already,  in  its 
first  three  summers,  cared  for  two 
hundred  and  twenty-four  children, — 
twenty-seven  in  1872,  in  a  small, 
rented  cottage;  fifty-five  in  1873,  in 
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its  present  building,  completed  too 
late  in  the  season  to  be  fully  occupied, 
and  one  hundred  and  forty- two  in 
1874.  From  the  practical  interest 
hitherto  shown  by  the  visitors  at  At¬ 
lantic  City,  the  managers  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  hope  that  means  will  not 
be  wanting  for  maintaining  and  ex¬ 
tending  still  further  its  benefits. 


The  institution  had  hitherto 
depended  mainly  on  contributions 
from  the  visitors  at  Atlantic  City, 
and  from  other  friends  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  its  comparatively  recent  origin, 
of  course,  being  a  sufficient  reason 
why  its  funds  had  not  been  increased 
by  legacies.  One  such,  however, 
was  published  last  summer  (from  the 
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late  Mr.  Asa  Whitney  of  Philadel¬ 
phia),  the  income  from  which  will 
defray  about  one-tenth  of  the  annual 
expenses.

ATLANTIC  CITY,  IN  A  SANITARY 
POINT  OF  VIEW. 

Among  the  great  number  of  our 
best  physicians  who  not  only  habit¬ 
ually  avail  themselves  of  the  peculiar 
atmospheric  condition  of  this  favored 
spot,  but  are  also  in  the  habit  of  re¬ 


commending  its  wonderfully  curative 
powers  to  many  of  their  patients  to 
whom  medicine  is  of  no  avail,  no  one 
probably  gives  a  more  clear  and  con¬ 
cise  opinion  of  the  manifold  advan¬ 
tages  possessed  by  Atlantic  City  than 
Dr.  Wm.  V.  Keating,  of  Philadelphia. 
As  to  the  remarkable 

DRYNESS  OF  THE  ATMOSPHERE, 

the  doctor  says:  “Some  fifteen  years 
ago  I  visited  Atlantic  City,  and  was 
struck  with  the  peculiarity  of  its 
position,  the  distinctive  character¬ 
istics  of  its  climate,  the  singular  dry¬ 
ness  of  atmosphere,  rendering  it,  in 
many  respects,  one  of  the  most  love¬ 
ly,  salubrious  climates  I  have  ever 
visited. 

“From  careful  observations,  made 
for  several  consecutive  years,  I  have 
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noticed  that  during  the  months 
of  June,  July,  August,  and  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  prevailing  wind  at 
Atlantic  City  is  south  by  west. 
Situated  in  a  cove,  with  a  large 
area  of  dry,  sandy,  and  thickly- 
timbered  land  to  the  south¬ 
west,  it  seems  as  if  the  prevail¬ 
ing  sea-breeze  lost  much  of  its 
humidity  in  passing  over  this 
thickly-wooded  and  sandy  coun¬ 
try,  with  no  fresh  water  to 
counteract  its  effects  before 
reaching  the  town.  The  same 
condition  exists  also  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  northeast  winds, 
which,  when  they  prevail,  I 
have  noticed,  are  much  less 
keen  and  much  less  humid  than 
with  us,  lasting  sometimes  forty- 
eight  hours  at  the  shore  without 
bringing  a  drop  of  rain,  whilst 
at  the  same  time  the  same  wind 
is  attended  with  great  dampness 
and  heavy  rains  in  our  city  and 
environs. 

“This  peculiar  characteristic 
dryness  of  the  atmosphere  and 
of  the  sea-breezes,  however  it 
may  be  accounted  for,  is  patent 
to  all  who  have  ever  sojourned 
at  Atlantic  City,  and  is  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  feature  of  the  place  to 
which  I  attribute  its  great  ad¬ 
vantage  over  every  other  sea¬ 
bathing  place  on  the  coast.  The 
time  will  come  when  some  more 
exact  and  satisfactory  explana¬ 
tion  will  be  given  of  the  phe¬ 
nomenon,  which  I  now  claim 
as  affording  to  invalids  all  the 
invigoration  from  a  sea-shore 
residence  without  the  usually 
accompanying  humidity  so  ag¬ 
gravating  to  many  diseases. 
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“  This  remarkable  dryness  of 
climate,  resembling  in  this  re¬ 
spect  more  the  characteristics 
of  Nice,  on  the  Mediterranean, 
than  any  sea-coast  I  have  ever 
visited,  is  the  characteristic  of 
the  climate  of  Atlantic  City, 
which  affords  relief  and  cure  to 
all  cases  of  rheumatic  fever  and 
arthritis,  even  in  the  most  acute 
stages.  I  know  of  many  in¬ 
stances  in  which  invalids  after 
having  recourse,  without  bene¬ 
fit,  to  the  various  mineral  waters 
and  baths  in  the  country,  have 
there  been  entirely  cured  by  a 
w  summer  sojourn.  I  have  ven- 
5  tured  to  send  patients  there  in 
w  the  height  of  an  attack  of  rheu- 
r*  matic  gout,  in  the  months  of 
o  May  and  June,  who  have  had 
g  complete  amelioration  of  all 
3  their  symptoms  within  forty- 
E  eight  hours  of  their  residence, 
g  provided  they  located  them- 
^  selves  as  near  the  ocean  as  pos- 
£  si ble,  so  as  to  avoid  the  land- 
£  breezes.  To  another  class  of 

o 

<  cases,  also,  I  am  convinced 
that  Atlantic  City  offers  relief, 
if  not  positive  cure,  which  can¬ 
not  be  obtained  in  any  other 
portion  of  our  sea-coast. 

“I  allude  to  those  trying  and 
refractory  cases  of  chronic 
bronchitis,  laryngitis,  incipient 
tuberculosis,  and  scrofula.  I 
must  add  that  in  the  last  two 
or  three  years  I  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  sending  patients 
even  in  the  more  advanced 
stages  of  tuberculosis  and  scro¬ 
fula,  with  marked  benefit. 

“All  medical  men  are  familiar 
with  the  fact  that  the  above  class 
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of  cases  can  seldom 
venture  upon  a  so¬ 
journ  at  the  sea-side, 
on  account  of  the 
dampness,  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  feature  of 
such  a  location,  a 
peculiar  condition 
most  apt  to  aggra¬ 
vate  the  diseases  in 
question,  and  con¬ 
sidered  by  some  of 
our  best  observers 
as  one  of  the  atmos¬ 
pheric  conditions 
most  to  be  feared 
by  those  threatened 
with  pulmonary 
complaints. 

“In  this  respect 
again,  Atlantic  City 
offers  a  striking 
analogy  with  Nice, 
where,  it  is  well 
known,  all  the  in¬ 
valids  of  Europe 
(affected  with  chest- 
diseases)  flock  for  a 
winter’s  resort. 

“The  dryness  of 
the  climate,  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  malaria, 
the  balminess  of  the 
atmosphere,  permit 
a  sojourn  at  Atlan¬ 
tic  City  from  the 
middle  of  May  until 
the  middle  of  No¬ 
vember,  and  for  a 
few  years  past  I  have 
sent  many  invalids 
there  to  avoid  our 
keen  and  irritating 
land-breezes  of  the 
months  of  March, 
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April,  and  May,  where,  by  a 
close  residence  near  the  sea, 
these  winds  are  always  temper¬ 
ed  by  the  dry  sea-breezes  which 
set  in  morning  and  evening. 
What  an  inestimable  blessing 
to  a  city  like  Philadelphia,  with 
its  million  of  inhabitants,  to 
have  almost  as  its  suburb,  within 
two  hours’  pleasant  ride,  a  sea¬ 
side  residence  combining  such 
rare  hygienic  advantages  !  My 
own  experience,  superadded  to 
that  of  some  of  the  most  emi¬ 
nent  members  of  our  profession, 
authorizes  me  to  assert  that  the 
day  is  not  distant  when  the 
inhabitants  of  the  great  West, 
South,  and  Northwest,  especi¬ 
ally  those  suffering  from  the 
sequelae  of  malaria-poisoning, 
with  debilitated  digestive  or¬ 
gans,  impoverished  blood,  and 
from  what  is  termed  a  cachectic 
condition  of  the  system,  will 
all  resort  to  Atlantic  City  to 
obtain  that  invigoration  from 
its  dry,  bracing  atmosphere, 
which  is  the  very  opposite  to 
the  atmospheric  conditions  in 
which  they  have  contracted 
their  diseases. 

“  Visitors  are  all  well  con¬ 
versant  with  the  fact  that  their 
wearing-apparel  never  becomes 
limp  under  the  influences  of  the 
sea-breeze,  nor  their  boots  and 
shoes  covered  with  mildew,  as 
in  all  the  other  sea-side  resorts 
on  our  coast.” 

THE  CAMDEN  AND  ATLANTIC 
RAILROAD. 

The  construction  of  the  rail¬ 
road  which  has  been  the  means

of  converting  this  lonely  beach  into 
a  popular  summer-resort  was  attended 
by  many  difficulties  and  discourage¬ 
ments  ;  but  perseverance  and  faith  in 
the  enterprise  triumphed  over  all  ob¬ 
stacles.  The  region  through  which 
the  road  was  projected  was  one  of  the  | 
sparsest  and  dreariest  in  New  Jersey, —  J 
a  region  of  scrub  oaks  and  pines  and  | 
swamps,  whose  chief  productions  were 
hoop-poles,  rattlesnakes,  huckleber¬ 
ries,  and  charcoal;  but  along  the 
route  towns  and  villages  have  sprung 
up,  and  on  all  sides  thrift  and  pros¬ 
perity  evince  the  transforming  in¬ 
fluences  of  railroad  communication. 

On  the  downward  journey,  the 
beautiful  suburban  village  of  Had- 
donfield,  with  its  umbrageous  trees 
and  quiet,  peaceful  aspect,  the  home 
of  some  of  the  old  families  of  New 
Jersey  and  the  rural  residence  of 
many  business  men  of  Philadelphia,  | 


is  the  first  place  of  importance  to  at¬ 
tract  the  notice  of  the  traveler. 

Then  comes  Kirkwood,  eleven  and 
a  half  miles  from  Camden.  At  this 
place  there  is  a  marl-bed  of  superior 
quality,  the  property  of  Minor  Rog¬ 
ers.  There  is  also  a  large  mill-pond 
belonging  to  Joel  P.  Kirkbride,  in 
the  lucid  depths  of  which  pike  and 
sunfish  abound. 

A  country  road  which  here  crosses 
the  railroad  and  the  creek  below  the 
water-fall  from  the  dam,  leads  to 
Gibsboro’,  two  miles  to  the  left  of  the 
railroad,  where  is  located  the  summer 
residence  of  John  Lucas,  Esq.,  the 
senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
John  Lucas  &  Co.,  proprietors  of 
the  extensive  white  lead,  zinc,  and 
color  works.  These  works  and  the 
residence  of  Mr.  Lucas  are  situated 
on  the  banks  of  Silver  Lake,  a  pictur¬ 
esque  sheet  of  the  clearest  water,  of 
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singular  purity,  being  entirely  free 
from  iron  or  lime,  and  to  which  is 
attributed  the  unrivaled  excellence 
of  their  colors. 

Leaving  Kirkwood,  we  pass  over  a 
long  stretch  of  ascending  grade, 
which  brings  us  to  Berlin,  a  pretty 
village,  finely  located  on  a  high 
plateau. 

At  the  eighteen-mile  post  the  grade 
of  the  road  reaches  its  highest  point, 
being  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet

above  the  level  of  the  sea.  Here  is 
what  is  called,  by  the  engineer,  “  the 
divide,”  the  water  on  the  west  flowing 
to  the  Delaware,  and  on  the  east  to 
the  ocean. 

One  mile  farther  on  brings  us  to 
Atco,  the  junction  of  the  Williams- 
town  Railroad,  which  runs  to  the 
pleasant  village  of  Williamstown, 
nine  miles  distant,  where  are  located 
the  extensive  glass-works  of  Messrs. 
Bodine,  Thomas  &  Co.  At  Tansboro’, 
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on  the  same  road,  are  the  glass-works 
of  Messrs.  Bodine  &  Adams.  At 
Waterford,  twenty-two  and  three- 
fourth  miles  from  Camden,  are 
located  glass-works  which  are 
among  the  oldest  in  this  part  of  the 
State.  These  works,  with  many 
houses  and  large  tracts  of  land,  have 
lately  been  purchased  by  Mr.  M. 
Raleigh,  whose  means  and  enterprise 
have  rekindled  the  fires  of  these  fur¬ 
naces,  and  given  new  life  to  the 
place. 

At  Winslow  Junction,  twenty-seven 
miles  from  Camden,  the  New  Jersey 
Southern  Railroad  crosses  the  Camden 


and  Atlantic  track.  At  the  village  of 
Winslow,  about  a  mile  to  the  right, 
is  the  residence  of  the  Hon.  A.  K. 
Hay,  President  of  the  Camden  and 
Atlantic  Railroad.  Here  are  also 
located  the  glass-works  of  Messrs. 
Hay  &  Co.,  the  largest  and  most 
successful  of  the  kind  in  New  Jersey. 

Three  miles  farther  on  comes  Ham- 
monton,  half-way  between  Camden 
and  Atlantic  City,  the  only  stopping- 
place  of  the  express-trains.  This 
town  is  settled  mostly  by  families 
from  New  England.  Boots  and  shoes 
are  manufactured  extensively  here. 
This  is  a  prosperous  fruit-growing 
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section,  and  the  passengers  are 
offered  the  opportunity  of  test¬ 
ing  the  quality  of  the  fine  pears, 
apples,  etc.,  by  the  youthful 
venders,  who  gather  around  the 
trains  on  their  arrival  at  this 
place. 

Six  miles  beyond  the  half-way 
station  is  Ehvood,  a  thriving 
manufacturing  town,  and  the  de¬ 
pot  for  Weymouth,  on  the  Great 
Egg  Harbor  River.  At  Wey¬ 
mouth  are  two  paper-mills,  a 
saw-mill,  a  very  complete  grist¬ 
mill,  etc.,  driven  by  water,  the  3

fall  here  being  reckoned  at  two  p 
hundred  horse-power.  This  3 
neighborhood  also  sends  to  El-  o

produce,  mostly  from  the  estate  w 
of  the  late  Stephen  Colwell.

Egg  Harbor  City,  forty-two  $ 
miles  from  Philadelphia,  and  g 
eighteen  from  Atlantic  City,  is  a  h 
conspicuous  feature  of  the  route,  n 
This  growing  town  is  almost  ex-  3 
clusively  a  German  settlement.  § 
The  settler’s  axe  made  the  first  g 
clearing  in  1856,  and  it  has  ^ 
steadily  increased  until  it  has  % 
become  the  centre  of  commerce  ' 
for  many  miles  around.  Grape- 
culture  and  the  manufacture  of 
wine  are  its  most  important  in¬ 
dustries.  The  fruit  attains  to 
great  perfection  in  size  and  deli¬ 
cacy  of  flavor,  and  finds  ready 
sale  in  the  markets  of  the  neigh¬ 
boring  cities.  About  two  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  gallons  of  wine 
were  made  last  year,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  twice  this  quan¬ 
tity  will  be  produced  the  coming 
autumn.  The  accompanying 
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engravings  will  interest  the 
reader.  The  first  is  a  view  of 
one  of  the  numerous  vineyards 
that  dot  the  whole  region,  and 
is  the  property  cf  Mr.  Julius 
Hincke  ;  the  other  is  the  interior 
of  Mr.  Hincke’s  wine-cellar  after 
the  casks  were  filled  with  last 
season’s  vintage. 

The  principal  wine-growers 
are  Julius  Hincke,  with  a  vine¬ 
yard  of  fifteen  acres ;  Charles 
Saalmann,  eight  acres  ;  Augustus 
Heil,  nine  acres;  J.  Ph.  Wild, 
six  acres  ; — all  of  whom  have 
large  wine-vaults ;  Francis  Rich¬ 
ter,  twelve  acres  ;  Wm.  H.  Bolte; 
J.  H.  Bannihr;  Geo.  Karrer; 
,4  Geo.  Mueller;  P.  M.Wolsieffer’s 
g  Sons;  A.  Stephany;  Wm.  Stroet- 
3  raann  ;  Henry  Meier  ;  Francis 
o  Dorms.  There  are  many  other 
^  vineyardists,  but  the  above  list 
o  will  give  an  idea  of  the  extent 
w  of  the  business, 
s  From  Egg  Harbor  City  a 
branch  railroad  runs  to  May’s 
Landing,  where  ship-building  is 
one  of  the  leading  industries. 
There  is  also  a  large  cotton¬ 
manufacturing  establishment  at 
May’s  Landing,  located  on  the 
Great  Egg  Harbor  River,  and 
driven  by  a  fine  water-power. 

The  last  way-station,  fifty-two 
miles  toward  the  journey’s  end, 
is  the  old  village  of  Absecon,  a 
name  suggestive  of  the  abori¬ 
gines,  and  also  of  the  famous 
oysters  which  abound  in  the 
waters  of  this  vicinity.  Abse¬ 
con  is  the  centre  of  a  good  farm¬ 
ing  country,  and  ship-building 
has  long  been  extensively  car¬ 
ried  on  here,  so  that  the

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place  bears  evidence  of  well-estab¬ 
lished  prosperity.  At  this  point 
Absecon  Creek  is  crossed,  and  the 
road  passes  through  a  deep  cut, 
beyond  which  a  beautiful  panorama 
is  presented  to  view.  Wide-spreading 
meadows,  green  as  the  emerald, 
broken  here  and  there  by  a  network 
of  inlets  and  traversed  by  the  Thor¬ 
oughfare,  on  whose  quiet  tide  many  a 
white-sailed  craft  is  seen.  Atlantic 
City  with  its  spires,  hotel  turrets, 
and  cottage  cupolas,  the  majestic 
tower  of  the  light-house,  and  be¬ 
yond  all  the  gray  horizon  of  the 
broad  Atlantic.  These  are  the  ele¬ 
ments  of  a  pleasant  picture  _  that 
once  seen  lingers  fondly  in  memory 
forever. 


Passing  the  prairie-like  expanse  of 
the  meadows,  the  road  crosses  the 
Thoroughfare  by  a  substantial  bridge, 
and  terminates  on  the  grand  avenue 
of  the  city  by  the  sea. 

THE  EXCURSION  HOUSE. 

At  the  lower  end  of  the  city  the 
railroad  company  has  erected  a  hand¬ 
some  and  capacious  hotel,  especially 
designed  for  excursionists.  It  is  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  well-appointed  restaurant, 
pleasant  parlors,  broad  piazzas,  and 
an  elegant  ball-room.  Such  is  the 
popularity  of  Atlantic  City  that  the 
Excursion  House  is  engaged  in 
advance  every  day  of  the  season,  by 
parties  who  know  and  prefer  this 
resort  to  any  other  within  reach.
